adds Mr. Taft, ‘‘that, we shall 
no t hav e pro secu tio ns w itho u t 
abso lu te insu rance th at no ac­ 
cused perso n shall be u nju stly 
dealt with, then we m ust giv e u p 
pro secutio n alto gether and hav e 
no crim inal law.”

T here is a probability th a t th e di­ 
rectors of the G arden Grove Drain­ 
age district w ill call another bond 
election soon w ith the ex pectation 
that voters of th e district will new

D rainage district pro­ 
ject will be revived nex t y ear with 
the area m ade th ree tim es greater 
than the area proposed in the recent 
attem pt to organize the district.

High Cost of Production

Purple Vetch (vicia atropurpurea) 
is an annual and produces a stem 3‘ 
to 6 feet tall. It compares favorably 
with oth er winter vetch es in its cli­ 
matic req uirements and in Oregon 
h as done well in a temperature of 15 
degrees (F) above zero. It h as also 
sh own good growth and y ield of seed 
in Humboldt county under climatic 
and soil conditions closely resembl­ 
ing th ose in many parts of oth er 
coast counties as far south as San 
Diego. 
It th rives on a moderately wide 
range of soils but appears to do best 
on tex tures 
ranging from 
sandy 
loams to ligh t clay loams. In some 
instances it h as done well on low 
poorly drained lands wh ere water 
does not stand too long. 
For best 
results, h owever, well-drained soils 
are req uired. 
One of th e principal values of 
purple vetch is its h eavy y ielding 
q ualities wh ich were manifest in 
two y ears’ trial at Riverside. 
Here 
20 tons of green material per acre 
average over a period of two y ears 
was obtained, as compared with an 
average of about 12 tons per acre 
for th e oth er most favorable green 
manure crops tested. About 1200 
pounds per acre of seed was obtained 
in Humboldt county in 1918 under 
favorable moisture conditions for th is 
crop and it is th ough t th at th is can 
be considerably increased wh en th e 
h abits and environmental req uire 
ments of th e crop are better known. 
Uses of Vetch Told. 
Purple vetch is valuable as feed 
for livestock and is especially palat­ 
able and nutritious wh en mix ed with 
oats, barley and ry e h ay . 
Its superiority as a green manure 
crop lies in its ability to make more 
growth in th e winter season and also 
in its h eavier y ields of green matter. 
By analy sis it was sh own th at 228 
pounds of nitrogen was returned to 
th e soil in an average crop of th is 
variety wh en plowed under. 
Wh ere conditions are favorable for 
early fall planting, th is crop h as af­ 
forded good winter pasturage for all 
kinds of livestock. 
Wh ere seed production is desired, 
it h as been observed th at with early 
fall planting, under favorable condi­ 
tions, th e tendency is to produce a 
very h eavy vine growth at th e ex ­ 
pense of seed production. To obviate 
th is, ligh t pasturing in winter and 
early spring and an occasional cut­ 
ting of th e crop 
for h ay , 
wh ere 
moisture conditions are favorable, 
h ave improved conditions for seed. 
Give Time for Seeding. 
Th e time of planting and amount 
of seed to be sown vary with soil 
and weath er conditions. 
In Hum­ 
boldt county 50 acres was seeded at 
th e rate of 40 pounds per acre in 
th e spring of 1919 and in May th e 
plants appeared to be too th ick for 
best seed production. Th e plants ap­ 
peared to be very crowded and th e 
owner th ough t h alf th e amount of 
seed per acre wh ere conditions are 
favorable would be much better. In 
some places wh en sown for green 
manuring purposes or for bay 60 to 
SO pounds per acre h as been used. 
Wh en sown with grain about h alf to 
two-th irds th e amount of vetch seed 
is used as wh en sown alone.
